Mild, cloudy, or rainy dayi 


should be selected. 


Planting sites should be prepared u 
thoroughly as for field crops. The use 
of soed boxes allows the seedlings to 
bo transported to the planting sites 
without any interference with tholr 
growth.

At 


this season soil moisture Is abundant, 
and hence tho slumps sprout vigorous- 
ly and are- not likely to dry oui and 
die. When trees aro cut In the lato 
spring or summer sprout growth la 
less vigorous and groves arc likely to 
become less productive. Sprout growth 
Is most vigorous frow low. clean-cut 
stumps, and care should therefore be 
•zeroised In felling trees. Stumps re- 
slBi flecay longest when cut with a 
slant to proven;, tho collection of mois- 
ture. 
After groves have been cut fur 


fuel several times nt short intervals 
they thin out and decrease In rate of 
growth and yield. When this point Is 
reached it will be more profitable to 
replant than to reproduce /he stand 
further by sprout growth. 


Cost of Planting and Returni. 
The benefits secured from 
wind- 


breaks usually warrant their planting 
without special carbide ration of cost. 
Commercial 
plantations, 
however, 


should be established at the lowest 
possible cost, in order to secure the 
largest possible balance of profit when 
they are exploited. 
When plant ma- 


teri£l is purchased from dealers, the 
total coat of setting out plantations 
and of cultivating them for two years 
will average from J25 to'$30 per acre. 
However, the cost of planting large 
areas with stock grown In a well- 
managed homo nursery should not ex- 
ceed JI5 or 120 per acre. Careful man- 
agement will reduce the planting cost, 
but it Is poor economy to save at the 
expense of necessary care and culti- 
vation. After the first two y«ars the 
only cost of a plantation beyond the 
rental value of the land will be the 
cost of protection.' 
Returns may be had from blue gum 
plantations In from four to six years 
If they are out for fuel^tvood! Merch- 
antable saw timber^ may be produced i 
from twenty to thirty years! 
._Undez_ favorable conditlona seedling: 
groves yield, on the average, 
from 


thirty-five to fort>vflve cords of fuel 
wood per acre In eight or nine years. 
Fuel wood should, however, be pro- 
duced from sprout groves rather than 
from seedling groves, because sprout 
stands grow more 
rapidly. In five 
years they yield from thirty to fifty 
cords per acre, and in six years from 
forty to sixty cords. The New Eng- 
land cord of 118 cubic feet Is here re- 
ferred to. but a short" cord of-86 cubic 
feet - Is. .used ILin ..California, 
and. _to 
change the yield mentioned Into Cali- 
fornia cords -the amount should be 
increased one-third.

many other species will not thrive,

loaves distinguish this species from 
blue £um, and tho tree develops a more 
ex cur rent crown. The young bark Is 
cream colored, and, owing to tho flak- 
ing off of the older, darker bark, the 
trunk, of the tree haa much the ap- 
pearance of a sycamore. 


Tho planting range, of sugar gum I' 
somewhat restricted by its suscepti- 
bility to injury from frost. 
Young 


trees will rarely endure greater cold 
than 25 degrees fahrenhcit, but this 
speci^a excels other timber eucalrtps 
in endurance of drought, tt IK adapted 
to dry uplands, and timber may he 
raised in dry situations and In the 
mountains foothills where other euca- 
lypts will not attain merchantable pro- 
portions. It Is the species to be chosen 
for planting In situations too dry for 
the growth of blue gum. 


Sugar gum clears Its trunk rapidly 


of limbs, even when grown in open 
stand. The characteristic straightncsa 
of Jts stem makes it especially valu- 
able for timber. U is of *lowe» growth 
than blue gum. but U reachesfpropor- 
tlons suitable for merchantable tim- 
ber; It has been planted oqly within 
recent years, but with from ton to 
fifteen years' growth trees reach diam- 
eters of from twelve to sixteen Inches 
and heights of from 100 to 140 feet.

It grows 
less ~ nipidljL tKari~'blue""gum,""but"H 
furnishes -a- strong, valuable timber 
and develops a clear straight bolo 
suitable for-commercial purposes. The 
wood is moderately durable In con- 
tact with the soil.

Both red gum (Eucalyptus rostrata) 


«nd manna gum (Eucalytpus vimlnal- 
Is) have been recommended for com- 
mercial pianting- In California and have 
been grown to a limited extent. Both 
species will stand considerable drought 
and cold, and they may be grown suc- 
cessfully in situations unsuitable for 
Lhe blue gum and the 
sugar gum. 


They grow rapidly and furnish strong 
timber. Both species yield good fuel 


ately durable In contact with the soil. 
These specie* ran not be so strongly 
recommended for commercial planting 
as those previously described, because 
Lhey possess a strong tendency to Ir- 
regular growth and develop a form 
unsuitable for merchantable timber.

PORTLAND, Ore.. Nov. 3.—J. Thor- 


burn Ro«, president, George H. Hill, 
vice-president, and T. T. Berkhart, 
treasurer of the Title Guarantee and 
Trust company, which went Into the 
hand! of a receiver Wednesday last, 
were arrested today and a warrant is 
out for John E. Afchlson. secretary, 
and Frank M. Warren, a director of 
the defunct Institution.

was Insolvent.
